WASHINGTON iAP) — President Carter fielded 
telephoned questions — and some gripes — on his own 
radio talk show Saturday, and said his long-distance con­ 
versations with 42 callers helped him “ understand direct­ 
ly from the American people what they are concerned 
about ” 
The things they were concerned about ranged from 
Cuba to Idi Amin to taxes to an Indian land claim to a for­ 
bidden cancer treatment to a government job 
Carter responded to them all. and when he didn t have 
an answer, he promised to provide it later. 
The two-hour CBS radio program produced no major 
disclosures, but Carter was out to make contact, not 
news He gave it all a first-name, personal touch, saying 
thank you to Pete and goodbye to Mike. His callers 
names appeared on a television screen in the Oval Office, 
where Carter and Walter Cronkite of CBS sat in orange 
armchairs, speaking into twin sets of goose-necked mi­ 
crophones. 


Cronkite served as moderator and followup questioner 
Carter, wearing a blue suit, sipped tea between answers 
— and told one caller about it. saying the only way to cut 
U.S. coffee prices is to reduce consumption 
While there were no major disclosures in what Carter 
had to sav. there were refinements, and presidential 
statements on matters that previously had been addres­ 
sed bv lesser officials. Among them 
—Carter said he intends to move soon to seek the 
restoration of U.S. relations with Cuba. But Carter said 
there will have to be m ajor changes in Cuban attitudes, 
and an end to interventon in Africa and interference in 


Latin America, before full diplomatic relations will be 
resumed. 
i do intend to see discussions initiated with Cuba quite 
earlv," he said. 
-T h e President said U.S. negotiators will seek a treaty 
that would yield control of the Panama Canal to the 
Panamanian government about the year 2000, while 
guaranteeing U.S. and world shipping access to the 
waterway. “ As far as sovereignty is concerned. I don’t 
have any hangup about that,’ he said 
—Carter said the five-member U.S. mission he is 
sending to North Vietnam will get there on March 16. 
—He said he will come up with his tax reform program 
by Sept. 30. and that he will appear before a joint session 
of Congress on April 20 to unveil his energy policies. 
Carter said the energy plan will not include anything like 
a 25-cent boost in gasoline taxes. He dismissed news 
reports that such a raise was under consideration. 
-T h e President said he has no plans to revive the 
military draft He also said he would like to explore a new 
system of military enlistment, “to combine it with a 
much more comprehensive public service opportunity 
He indicated that would link military recruiting with 
recruitment for such programs as the Peace Corps and 
Vista, but he did not explain further. 
Carter said he might give a repeat performance some 
time.

Death toll 
in quake 
at 3,000 


BUCHAREST, Romania lAP» — 
Rescue workers dug through the 
ruins of collapsed a p a rt m en t 
buildings Saturday looking for trap^ 
ped survivors and victim« of one of 
the strongest earthquakes ever 
reco rd ed in E urope 
W estern 
diplomats estimated 2.000 to 3.000 
people died in Bucharest alone 
President Nicolae Ceauseseu. who 
broke off a tnp in Africa, inspected 
the ruins, the R om anian news 
agency Agerpres said 
Ceauseseu said a new computer 
center that collapsed and 16 wrecked 
apartment buildings were poorly 
built and ‘ asked that an investiga­ 
tion be made (and) for the guiltv to 
be most severely held responsible.’ 
Agerpres reported 
Outside the most heavily stricken 
areas in Bucharest, where clusters 
of people watched rescue operations, 
most residents appeared to be going 
about life as usual, although there 
were unconfirmed reports of panic 
buvmg and hoarding 
Radio Bucharest said there was no 
cause for concern because cities un­ 
allotted by the quake were shipping 
bread, meat, mineral water and 
medicine to stricken cities 
The quake struck about 9 30 p m 
local time and registered 7 2 
the 
Richter scale It jarred Romania and 
drove residents from buildings as far 
awav as Moscow 920 miles to the 
northeast and Rome 700 miles to the 
southwest 
Diplomatic sources rn Bucharest 
said U .S. medical students helping in 
hospitals estimated the death toll in 
the Romanian capital alone would go 
beyond 2.000 and perhaps exceed 
3,000 They based their estimates on 
the number of casualties they saw 
coming in and on conversation» with 
doctors, the sources said. 


Rescuers cut hole too 
small; causes delay in 
taking him to surface

Rescuers reached stranded miner 
Ronald Ad ley Saturday night hut 
were delayed in bringing him to the 
surface because the hole they cut 
into his underground chamber was 
too small 
Rescuers cut through a 50-font 
seam of coal to reach the chamber 
where Adley has been trapped for 
more than four days, only to find out 
that the opening they had made was 
too small for his Moot-7 frame 
They thought the hole was large 
1*11* HI gh but It wasn’t, so they are 
enlarging it now. 
said Steve 
Shrawder assistant to the president 
of the Knoher Coal Co. 
Adley tried to get through the 
opening but couldn t because ol its 
si/e and the angle at which it hail 
been cut. Shrawder said He add**! 
that he did not know how long it 
would take to enlarge the escape pas- 
sage 
It seem s like forever. 
said 
Adley s sister-m law. Kate Adley 
This is a terrible thing. Why don t 
tb»*y tell us what is going on ' she ad 
ded, referring to earlier reports that 
Adley was to be brought from the 
mine deep inside the 400-tool moun­ 
tain long before midnight. 
Shrawder said Adley remained 
in 
good spirits and is anxious to get 
out.” 
The 37-year-old miner was the only 
known survivor of the 10 men who 
were trapped in the mine last Tues­ 


day when a wall of water poured into 
an underground tunnel. 
There was no immediate word on 
Adley » condition Saturday night, but 
he had been reported in good spirits 
throughout the ordeal. 
An ambulance waited at the mine 
entrance to take Adley to a hospital 
for observation 
“ Thev found my daddy 
He s 
alive,” said Adley’» 11-year-old 
daughter. Justina. when she heard on 
tel«*vision that rescuers had reached 
her father 
“It’s a miracle, a miracle from 
God above,” Kate Adley said as 
tears streamed down her face, “ And 
I pray the res* of the men down there 
will be following right behind him 
There was still no word Saturday 
night on the seven miners still miss­ 
ing in the mine The bodies of two 
men were brought out Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 
Even after the rescuers reached 
the air-filled pocket where Adley had 
spent more than 100 hours, he had a 
long way to go to freedom. 
First, there wuis the 50 foot long es­ 
cape hatch his rescuers had sp»mt 3 Mi 
days chiseling out of hard anthracite 
coal and quart* Then, about 1,019 
feet to the underground rail line Fi­ 
nally, a one-mlle ride on one of the 
flat rail cars which carry miners 
down into the earth to work 
While Adley waited for rescuers to 
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Center section of an apartment building stands demolished 
in downtown Bucharest Saturday following a strong 
earthquake that shook eastern Europe

Adley had been em tom bed for 32 
hours before anyone knew he was 
alive. As searchers drilled through 
the hard anthracite coal Wednesday, 
they heard a tapping noise. They 
drilled a narrow hole through the 
coal, inserted a communications 
tube, and Adley told them he was 
alive and well. 
The hole was widened enough to 
ship Adley food, drink, chewing 
tobacco, warm socks and blankets. 


He catnapped to the rat-a-tat-tat of 
jackham m ers, confident of his 
rescue. 
His spirits were high, said John 
Shu tack, regional director of the 
federal Mining Enforcement and 
Safety Administration. 
Adlev was one of scores of miners 
who was working when a wall of 
water burst Into a tunnel. Most of the 
men fled ahead of the surging flood, 
but 10 men were trapped 
Two bodies have been found The 
fate of the seven other men is still 
unknown, but the search for them 
continues. 
Adley was alone in the airfilled 
pocket. The other seven men were 
believed to have been working about 
250 feet away. 
Each day, rescuers predicted they 
would soon reach Adley. but the hard 
coal and quartz slowed them down. 
Quartz Is the hardest of all com­ 
mon minerals. Only rare minerals 
like topaz and diamonds are harder. 
The quartz turned die drills' carbide 
tips to stubs. Each time they touched 
the shiny mineral, the drills bounced 
off the black wall.

Brazil hikes price 
of coffee 33 per cent 
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RIO DE JANEIRO. Brazil (API - 
The Brazilian Coffee Institute has 
announced that the minimum coffee 
export price has been raised from 
*2 10 to $2 80 per pound, a 33 per cent 
hike. 


The new prices were not expected 
to be felt immediately in U.S. super­ 
markets, many of which are selling 
coffee at below wholesale prices to 
attract customers. But It was not 
known wbat impact the increase 
would have In the long run on the 
U.S. Import market, where the price 
of regular ground coffee ranges 
between t2 80 and $3 20 u pound. 
The new price in Brazil, the 
world's largest coffee producer, 
takes effect on Monday and will hold 


through June 30. 
Figures set by the Coffee Institute 
are the minimum at which Brazilian 
exporters are permitted to sell cof­ 
fee abroad and do not necessarily 
reflect the actual prices paid on the 
open market. 
The institute raised the tax ex­ 
porters must pay the government 
from $107 to $120 per lSFpcund sack 
This means the government will 
receive 91 cents for each pound of 
coffee exported. 
The institute also increased the 
minimum export price on soluble 
coffees from 16 to $7 on the spray 
type and from $7 to $8 per pound on 
freeze-dried. The government’s tax 
oo soluble coffee was increased from 
12.20 to $3.20 per pound

When the hole is completed, televi­ 
sion cameras and sensitive sound 
detection equipment will be lowered 
to look and listen for signs of life. 
“If we miss, we drill another 
hole,” one MESA official said.

That, plus greatly increased asses­ 
sment values on older homes in the 
area, is expected to be an added boon 
to the city’s financial picture for the 
upcoming fiscal year. 


According to Mayor Ersher, San 
Dimas has received considerably 
more money in building, engineering 
and planning fees than had been ex­ 
pected He explained that the fees 
were a one time revenue and 
warned, “We must expend these fees 
with caution and not inflate our 
budget with recurring expenses ” 


Ersher said the long term 
economic benefits to the San Dimas 
government will begin to appear in 
1978 when most of the homes 
currently under construction will be 
fully occupied. The increased popula­ 
tion is expected to bring con­ 
siderable amounts of new tax money 
to the city. 


In addition, he explained. "We 
have experienced an increase in our 
property development tax funds. 


which are earmarked for park 
acquisition and improvements.’ 
Ersher said the funds will be used 
to make substantial improvements 
in the city’s parks. As an example he 
cited the recent award of contracts 
for the building erf six new tennis 
courts, two each at Marchant, Lone 
Hill and Ladera parks. "Cost of these 
courts will be approximately 
$135.000, which will be expended 
from the Federal Revenue Sharing 
Fund." he said 
Ersher explained the new subdivi­ 
sions will also lead to major street 
improvements along 
Baseline. 
Walnut, Cypress, Valley Center and 
Allen avenues. 
"These improvements occur as a 
result of a cooperative program 
whereby the developer installs the 
curb, gutter, sidewalk and 20 feet of 


pavement, and the city extends the 
project to at least the center line of 
the street," he said 
He said the city will invest the new 
tax monev in interest earning ac­ 
counts to bring in even more revenue 
to the city. He said that though the 
staff is only in the beginning stage of 
budgeting for next year, that no in­ 
crease in the city-use tax rate is 
projected. 
The general fund tax rate for ban 
Dimas presently stands at 90 cents 
per $100 of assessed valuation. 
Persons who have experienced reas­ 
sessments during the past year may 
find their tax bills going up con­ 
siderably even if the city rate re­ 
mains the same 
The San Dimas general tax ac­ 
counts for about 8.5 per cent of the 
resident s total property tax.

Voters in the Chino school district 
will decide the fate Tuesday of a 
$23.9 million bond issue and state 
loan request that officials say is 
critical to meet the needs of a 
burgeoning student enrollment 
The issue — which is included on 
the school board election ballot — 
needs a two-thirds majority approval 
to be successful 
Just 16 months ago. local voters 
approved an $8 5 million bond is«ue 
- but Supt. Royce Lapp has said that 
bond money was inadequate to meet 
future needs The district's popula­ 
tion estimates have been proven 
wrong several times 
The district recently was awarded 
a $5 million federal grant to build 
two elementary schools, but that still 
would not solve all future growth 
problems, especially at the high 
school level, officials indicate 
Approval is being asked Tuesday of 
construction bonds totaling $9.1 
milium and a state loan of $14.8 
million. 
If successful, the bond and loan 
money would provide for a continua­ 
tion of the district s building 


program through 1983 
Additions to Don Lugo and Chino 
high schools are high on the priority 
list, and would be made possible if 
the issue irf approved by voters. Also, 
the building of a new Buena Vista 
Continuation High School would be 
possible. 
Classrooms would be added to 
various elementary schools such as 
Glenmeade, Marshall, Newman, 


Walnut and El Rancho Half of a 
junior high school would be needl'd 
by 1980. and additional elementary 
sites mav be purchased. 
Officials predict the present dis­ 
trict enrollment will double by 196S. 
Now at 12.000. one spokesman in­ 
dicated next year’s enrollment 
should be about 14,570. 
“We really need this bond issue, 
said the spokesman. 


If the measure passes, district 
residents would handle the taxes 
necessary to pay off the bonds and 
state loan. 
Officials predict no increase in the 
present $1 05 per $100 of assessed 
valuation residents pay under the 
building bond redemption tax. Resi­ 
dents would continue to pay for a 
longer period of time on the new 
bonds.

Chino Valiev Bank has apparently 
won the battle over left turn pockets 
on Central Avenue in Chino 
City councilmen this week changed 
their minds again and decided to 
create a left turn pocket within the 
median divider at Park Street to ac­

The action means the divider 
would be modified to close off left 
turns into Pomona First Federal

Enrollment decline concern in Chaffey

PB Staff Writer ' 
The decline in enroll­ 
ment in the face of in­ 
creased population within 
the district is a prime con­ 
cern of the candidates for 
two seats on the Chaffey 
College board of trustees in 
the Tuesday election. 
There are nine can­ 
didates for the seats, in­ 
cluding the two incum­ 
bents. Four of the can- 
«tldates are residents of the 
Gorona-Norco area which 
\fcas annexed to the district 
w a special election last 
year. 
The incumbents are Mrs, 
(«eorgia W. Mellon, of 
Upland. a member of the 
tiiard for 17 years, and Dr. 
Merle K Cox, Upland den­ 
tist, who has served 12 
>Jjars 
• Candidates from the 
rjoiro and Corona area are 
Charles E. Rector and 
Oale I). Borgen of Corona 
and Sharon Jeffers and 
William A. Russell Jr. of 
Norco. 
Other candidates are 
Kenneth C. Ketner, On­ 
tario businessman, Wil­ 
liam H. Thompson of Fon­ 
tana and John L. Botkin of 
Cucamonga, 
¡Seven of the nine can­ 
didates appeared at a 
forum Wednesday night in 
the Upland High School 
cafeteria sponsored by the 
Ontario-Upland Branch of 
ti»e American Association 
<}t University Women. 
The audience of Z> was 
Comprised of spouses and 
oampaign workers. 
Russell was not present 
at the forum but did submit 
a s t a t e m e n t to the 
Progress Bulletin. Rector 
did not attend the forum or 
submit a statement to the 
newspaper. 
Borgen. a business re­ 
p r e s e n t a t i v e for the 
Pacific Telephone Co., is a 
graduate of the University 
. 
of South Carolina now 
working on his master s 
degree at Pepperdine 
University. 
"The first time I even 
heard about Chaffey 
College was when I read 
my tax bill.” Borgen said. 
‘The college needs to ex­ 
tend itself into the new 
areas of the district to 
serve the taxpayers 


Borgen said that the 
courses which are now be­ 
ing offered at a Corona 
center are not "meat 
courses which fill the de­ 
mand for quality education 
in basic subjects. 
Borgen said board 
members should be limited 
to two terms. He also said, 
during a question period, 
that teachers might be 
allowed to strike. 
"After all, they’re hu­ 
man,” he said. 
Botkin, a real estate as­ 
sociate, is concerned over 
what he feels are in­ 
adequate provisions for the 
developmentally disabled 
and other special groups 
"There must be an In­ 
crease in evening classes 
to better serve members of 
the community and the 
vocational 
guidance 
curriculum should be re­ 
evaluated/’ Botkin said. 
“The needs of the stu­ 
dents must be listened to 
and evaluated.” Botkin ad­ 
ded "We need new ideas " 
Botkin feels that if the 
public is satisfied with 
trustees, there need be no 
limit to terms served. He 
said the teachers and staff 
appeared to be well paid. 
* You can’t jeopardize 
education by strikes, ' he 
added. 
Dr. Cox defended the 
b o a r d ' s p r o g r a m of 
meeting the need for more 
classes in the Corona and 
Norco areas. 
"We have been faced 
with problems in finding 
adequate facilities in the 
area ” he said, "We think 
this has been resolved and 
will meet our commit­ 
ments in the community.’ 
Dr. Cox said that the 
voters can replace a 
trustee simply by voting 
him out of office. 
“ When consi der ing 
salaries for staff and 
faculty 
members, the 
board must also consider 
the overall budget and the 
taxpayer,” Dr Cox said 
"We feel that salaries are 
in line. Strikes by teachers 
have been declared illegal 
and I would uphold the 
law ” 
Mrs Jeffers has com­ 
pleted two degrees in law 
and plans to take her bar 
examinations this sum­ 
mer. 


"We have many poten­ 
tial students in the area 
who need to be served,” 
said Mrs. Jeffers. "More 
and better transporation to 
the main campus in Alta 
Ixima is just as vital as 
classes offered in the local 
area 
Many people in the com­ 
munity have told me that 
they feel two terms on the 
board is king enough, she 
added. 
"I don’t believe in strik­ 
ing, we must uphold the 
law.” Mrs Jeffers said. 
Our first obligation is to 
the student, to his right to 
an education.” 
Ketner. an investment 
consultant, feels that his 
background in business 
management is not now 
represented on the board 
"It bothers me when I 


see the community ex-

panding but the college not 
drawing the students in,” 
said Ketner “We need bet­ 
ter community relations 
and to actively go after the 
enrollment.” 
Ketner could see no 
reason for specifically set­ 
ting a limit to the number 
of terms a board member 
should serve but added 
"we need new ideas and 
commitments. ” 
"No one is happy with 
less salary than requested, 
but trustees must follow 
guideline* and pay what Ls 
justified,” Ketner said. 
Mrs. Mellon feels the 
board must continue to 
provide top-quality, well- 
paid iastructors in spite of 
a decline in enrollment and 
income.

Letters 'spell' clerk's hobby 


S H R E V E P O R T , 
La. 
(AP) — K itty Cicerone 
pegged Lee Harvey Oswald 
as e twisted man without 
ever meeting him. She 
helped investigate former 
Teamster boss Jim m y Hof- 
fa. again sight-unseen 
Because of her success, 
friends don’t write to her 
any more. 
She’s a postoffice clerk 
whose hobby of handwrit­ 
ing analysis drew her into 
several news-making In­ 
vestigations while she was 
living in Washington- 
One of the investigations 
was of the assassination of 
President Kennedy. She 
was given a sample of 
handwriting to study, but 
she didn’t know whose it 
was. 
“ He was a warped man. 
a mean m an." she said her 
study revealed. Later, she 
learned that Oswald wrote 
the sample she analysed 
She was also on a panel 
of experts that reviewed 
Haifa's records. 
Mrs. Cicerone became 
interested in handwriting 
analysis through a book she 
took along on a vacation 
trip. She later took an 18- 
week course in graph- 
oanaiysis — the more tech­ 
nical term for her hobby. 
She doesn’t like to see 


graphoanalysis 
lumped 
w ith palm reading or 
crystal-ball gazing It’s not 
a parlor trick or a pseudo­ 
science, she says. 
"M ore and more people 
are recognizing this as a 
science,” Mrs 
Cicerone 
said. ‘‘It ’s used in police 
work, to detect frauds. 
Employers use it to screen 
applicants. 
“ The mind tells the 
fingers what to do. so it s 
close communication. 
"In Europe, it’s much 
more popular 
Why. It’s 
almost impossible there to 
get 
a 
jo b 
w ith o u t 
handwriting analysis.” 
She said she reads 
personality from the way a 
writer slants letters and 
shapes them, the weight or 
pressure of handwriting 
and special ch aracter­ 
istics. 
‘‘If there are tremors in 
the writing, that im­ 
mediately shoots up a red 
flag,” she said. ‘‘You look 
for a person (Hi drugs or an 
alcoholic. But if it’s an 
e ld e rly person, the 
trem ors don’t have the 
same significance.” 
Among those whose 
h an d w ritin g she has 
analyzed is Pittsburgh 
Steelier quarterback Terry 
Bradshaw:

tion ability, excellent team

Homeowners in the valley are 
forking up an average of $45 in 
property taxes this year to help pay 
for the care, control and rehabilita­ 
tion of alcoholics in Los Angeles 
County. 
The estim ate comes from a task 
force report over the signature of 
Harry L. Hufford. the county’s chief 
administration officer. It sdiows that 
about 455.000 residents of the county, 
including about 13.000 of the valley, 
drink to excess, and that by the end 
of the current fiscal year, alcohol 
abuse in its various forms, will cost 
the county more than $150 million 


The report is expected to be sub­ 
mitted to the county’s Alcoholism 
Advisory Board Morxlay for study 
and recommendations. It will then 
go to the county Board of Super­ 
visors. 
Kathleen D’Anna, a specialist In 
Hufford’s Justice system’s division 
who headed the task force, said the 
cost projections do not take into ac­ 
count revenue derived from the use 
of alcohol. 
She pointed out that the state ex­ 
cise tax alone yields the county more 
than $58 million a year — a third of 
the cost — and that state sales taxes

Younger through the office of stat< 
Sen. Huben Ayala. IMTuno. Thi* 
followed an extensive investigate» 
by the attorney general s office aftei 
two members of an anti-vandalisn 
patrol at Our Lady of Guadalup« 
Catholic Church were fatallv shot or 
May 17. 1978, 
Sen. Ayala sought the investigatior 
based on information from reliable 
sources that former inmates wen 
remaining in the area, dealing u 
drugs and contributing to Chino’i 
criminal problems 
In concluding the investigation 
Younger wrote Ayaia that “The 
criminal gang problems in the Chine 
area do not stem primarily fron 
prison related drug traffic or prism 
gangs, 
The primary source of this ac 
tivity is the Chino Sinners gang U n­ 
is a long-established, local group 
com prised p rim a rily of Chine 
n ativ es. A lthough m any oldei 
members have been in prison, it h 
not believed their criminal activities 
are either directed by or closely con 
netted with the major prison gang* 
or prison drug traffic ” 
When asked for comment on the 
report, Chief Doyle said "1 am sure 
the Attorney General did a complete 
and exhaustive investigation and we 
appreciate H Big we know the in­ 
fluence of the prison gangs is still 
there because of the many ex-cons in 
the Sinners gang 
One of the leaders of the Sinners, 
Ernest Miguel Garcia, an ex-con, is 
awaiting preliminary hearing on a 
murder charge stemming from a 
killing in January 
in Chino,” said 
Doyle 
“ I feel there is a connection, hut 
perhaps it is more subtle than we 


the aged, children, the disadvan­ 
tages. handicapped, minorities, drug 
abusers, mentally ill. law violators 
and unwed mothers. 
New emphasis in the field is now 
being placed on gerontology, school 
counseling, grief and bereavement 
counseling. Mrs. Flores says. 
Cal Poly Pomona is among the 
colleges and universities offering ac­ 
credited programs in social work 
which com bine a general and 
specialized 
academic 
background 
with on-the-job experience. 
Students are assigned to various 
field placements through San Ber­ 
nardino and Los Angeles counties. 
Students function in social work 
roles in adoption agencies, child 
welfare and child protection service 
agencies, drug abuse, counseling 
centers, family service agencies and 
correctional facilities. 
At present, Cal Poly social ser­ 
vices m ajors are gaining practical 
job experience as interns at Casa 
Coiina Hospital, Boys’ Republic, Le 
Roy’s Boys Home in La Verne. South 
Hills Neighborhood Service Center 
and the San Gabriel Valley Regional 
Center for the 
Developmental^ 
Disabled. 
Typical of the seniors working in 
the field before graduating in June is 
Mrs Mary Ann Teagle. a widow who 
retu rnixi to college after the death of 
her husband. 
“ I’m working at least eight hours a 
week at the Voorman Psychiatric- 
Medical Clinic in Upland to gain ex­ 
perience I ’ll need,” said Mrs. 
Teagle. 
“ My experience as a mother and 
the heud of a household gives me an 
insight into the problems of others,” 
The students, on the whole, serve 
without pay although a few receive 
either a token payment or compen­ 
sation for the use of their cars. 


“ There are many new programs 
and legislation that are affeiling the 
field a great deal,” says Mrs Flores 
“These include the Supplementary 
Security Income and new services to 
the aging, the potential development 
of a national health insurance 
program and the expansion of ser­ 
vices in public education 
“ Also, expanding program s in 
mental health and the stress on com­ 


munity health problems involves the 
srx*ial services profession,” adds the 
student. 
Mrs Flores says that a projection 
of educational distribution of social 


workers suggests that there will be 
some 122,000 new openings in the 
next decade. 
The Associated Social Services 
Student Organization at Cal Poly not 


only offers students tne opportunity 
to socialize and to exchange ideas 
with faculty members, it provides in­ 
formation concerning what’s going 
on off campus

which there are no estimates, defray 
expenses further. 
But Mrs. D’Anna admitted that 
everyone who buys liquor, not Just 
the alcoholics, has to pay those 
taxes. 
According to the estimates on ex­ 
penses, the county spends 80 cents of 
its $4 46 tax rate — about 12** cents 
out of every dollar — trying to fight 
the alcoholism 
problem of the 
county which has been called an 
“epidemic” by Supervisor Kenneth 
Hahn. 
Hahn charged that the excessive 
alcohol consumption is a “crisis in 
Los Angeles County where its misuse 
is increasing and is becoming a 
growing burden to taxpayers.” 
“ The problem is.” Hahn con­ 
tended, “ that most of the affected 
drinkers are often unable to provide 
for their own medical care, food and 
housing and must come to the 
government for assistance.” 
He called for a reduction in the 
number of problem drinkers and “a 
great awareness of the pitfalls that 
can result from excessive drinking, 
such as loss of jobs, fam ilies, 
friends, se lf-esteem and good 
health.” 
The report estimated that 6 4 per 
cent of the county's seven million 
residents — about 455.000 persons — 
are problem drinkers 
Projecting the same percentage to 
the 200.000 persons who live on the 
Los Angeles County side of the valley 
would indicate there are 13.000 
problem drinkers here, not including 
those who reside in the West End of 
San Bernardino County. 
For the owner of a home valued at 
$30,000 and assessed at $7.500. the 
cost of dealing with the alcoholism 
problem is running $45 this year, and 
a seven per cen t in c re a se is 
projeited lor next year 
iiut the problem, according to the 
task force report, is reflected in 
many other ways: 
— The county health department 
contends that up to 50 per cent of all 
cases of tuberculosis have some 
alcohol related problems. 
-About 35 per cent of the criminal 
cases in Municipal Court and 13 per 
cent in Superior Court involve 
ak'ohoUsm.

Most north Diamond Bar householders will 
probably vote Tuesday in favor of transferring to 
the Walnut School District. We can understand 
their desire to have both north and south Diamond 
Bar children attending the sam e school district. It 
m akes some sense. 
But it m akes no sense at all for north Diamond 
Bar to pull out of the Pomona Unified School 
District in order to accomplish unification. 
There are good reasons, in our opinion, for all 
voters in the Pomona and Walnut school districts to 
vote no on the proposed transfer 
For one thing, we don t believe that Walnut 
schools can adequately accommodate the hundreds 
of students who would be added to their schools by 
the transfer. 
For another, withdrawal of Diamond Bar stu 
dents from Ganesha High School in Pomona would 
leave that school racially imbalanced. Also the 
withdrawal of some 400 students would leave 
Ganesha High School’s enrollment so low that a 
comprehensive curriculum would bo difficult if not 
im p o ssib le to m a in ta in . 
In such c a se , a 
redistricting of Pom ona’s three public high schools 
would be a distinct possibility in order to balance 
the student bodies 
For all of these reasons, we recommend a no vote 
on Proposition A in Tuesday s election. 
As we said earlier, we agree that unification of 
north and south Diamond Bar into the same school 
district is desirable. 
Over the years the Pomona school district has 
m ade a firm com m itm ent to the people of north 
Diamond Bar and 
consequently has construct«! 
three elem entary and one» junior high school in Dia­ 
mond Bar. All are excellent plants. 
With prelim inary and unofficial negotiations now 
going on between the Pomona school district and 
developers of Diamond Bar and Phillips ranch 
property it is possible that a high school plant could 
evolve in the» next two or three years 
One that is centrally located could easily serve 
both north and south Diamond Bar* providing the 
latter community voted to join the Pomona district 
It's worth pursuing since the Walnut school district 
has no plans in the works for a high school in the 
south part of Diamond Bar even though it has 
owned a site there for years.

Pomona is the o n ly ‘ valley city holding its 
municipal election on Tuesday at the sam e tim e all 
communities are electing school board members. 
It ’s the municipal prim ary election in Pomona for 
the purpose of determining whether there will be a 
runoff in April for mayor and second and third dis­ 
trict councilman. 
If any of the candidates receives a m ajority of the 
votes cast in his contest he will be elected in the 
prim ary. Larking a m ajority, tlie two top con 
tenders in each race will square ofl In the general 
election in April. At that election voter* will also 
select a councilman for the third district to replace 
('buries Bader, who resigned in order to run for 
mayor. 
Voters in the communities surrounding Pomona 
will also be going to the polls on Tui*sday to select 
their local school district and community college 
board members. 
Pomona voters will also vote for school board 
members and on whether north Diamond Bar will 
remain in the Pomona school district, Walnut 
voters are doing the1 same thing and in addition are 
being asked to approve an increase in the general 
fund tax rate 
The lYogresx Bulletin does not normally endorse 
candidates In prim ary elections and this year is no 
exception However, this newspaper's recommen 
dations for the various school board races will ap­ 
pear on the editorial page in Monday's edition.

The Duigue of Women Voters of 
Claremont cannot allow Roger 
Wi lls' letter of Feb 27 to go un­ 
answered. 
Mr Wells said that the recent bond 
election held by the Pomona Valley 
Municipal Water District (PVMWD) 
was defeated because of the 
League's opposition to it. We are 
flattered that Mr. Wells thinks that 
the League has such influence — not 
bad for a group of “pliant 
women 
(his term not ours.) 
May we review some matters con­ 
cerning the 1975 bond issue and some 
of the consequences of its defeat. 
The league has never suggested that 
it was opposed to any and all water 
projects. It was opposed to the ex­ 
travagant. property tax financed 
project that PVMWD proposed. Are 
citizens merely to accept any water 
project ottered by PVMWD? Cer­ 
tainly not. As a consequence of the 
defeat PVMWD Is now looking at 
alternative projects. In a recent 
publication they list 18 such alter­ 
natives under consideration 
The 
defeat of the bond issue has also en­ 
couraged PVMWD to hold several 
public meetings to discuss these 
alternatives as well as other water 
matters The defeat has also caused 
the PVMWD to discuss some 
strategies for the conservation erf 
wuter in Pomona Valley. 
let us suppose that the bond issue 
had Ixsn successful and. for the sake 
of argument, suppose that it had 
been built overnight (actuul 
scheduled completion date was 
1980», Where does Mr. Wells think 
the water would be coming from? 
Remember these projects don t 
produce wuter - they simply pump 
and distribute it. As of March 1, 
Northern California wuter (that 
water to have been used in the 
PVMWD project!) is no longer 
avuilable to this area for the dura 
turn of tfie drought. PVMWD would 
luive had a several million dollur 
pumping station, pumping air 


The I^eague has continued its in­ 
terest in water since the defeat of the 
bond issue. We have met with the 
PVMWD several times in public 
m eetings, have met with our 
representative on the water board 
about some of our concerns, 
suggested a water task force to the 
PVMWD and to Claremont, (a 
suggi*stion that was implemented by 
Claremont i have had an observer at 
PVMWD board meetings, continued 
our efforts to urge PVMWD and 
Southern California Water Co. to en­ 
courage their customers to conserve 
water, have testified at the» Public 
Utilities Commission (PUC) hear­ 
ings for Southern California Water 
Co. in November in support of 
Claremont's suggestions for peak 
pricing and pumping charges, and 
have urged the PUC to instruct » 
Southern California Water to use 
more than a public rclutlons cam­ 
paign on conservation. 
It is true, as Mr. Wells claims, that 
many league members are not ex­ 
perts in water engineering or 
hvdrology What we are experts at. 
however, is analyzing legislation — 
using a multi-dist iplinary approach . 
to problems, informing the voters, 
and studying the issues Fortunately 
(or us. this country is not run by the 
“experts“ that Mr Wells would like 
to see in charge. Projects, such as 
water projects, transit systems, etc , 
usually need a vote of the people It 
is up to civic groups such as the 
League to bring Its information to 
bear on pertinent issues 
Supporting and opposing issues as 
the Leagup does is not engaging in 
partisan politics We deal with issues 
not individuals. Many groups such as 
the Chamber of Commerce. PTA. 
and Claremont also take positions on 
issues 
There were many people 
from all political parties that sup­ 
ported and opposed the 1975 water 
bond issue.

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WASIUNGTUN * Unci# Sam's 
credit around the world h us good os 
gold Vet our federul uncle has run 
up a stag g erin g "c o n tin g e n t 
liability*’ that could jeopardize 
government guaranteed loans, pen­ 
sions and Insurance benefits 
‘The federal government has 
dangerously overextended itself by 
the inconceivable sum of 98 4 trillion 
This outlandish figure is the sum 
total of all foderal benefit payments, 
loan guarantees and insurance 
programs The lion's share, a whopp­ 
ing $4 6 trillion, is the umount the 
government is obligated to pay in 
federal pension benefits. 
It is unlikely, of course, that this 
enormous obligation would ever 
come due at once But a national 
calamity could create such a demand 
on the government that it might not 
be able to meet its commitment* 
Just 5 per cent of the liability, if it 
should suddenly become due would 
cost the Treasury 185 billion 
But the real danger is the constant 
spectacular increase of this “con­ 
tingent liability.” It has soared an 
astounding 108 7 per cent Just since 
1971 And no end is in sight 
The government has also lost con­ 
trol of the pension deficit In the last 
four veers the deficit has soared 
from 1251 billion to the frightening 
$4.6 trillion This mouns the govern­ 
ment owes $4 6 trillion more in pen 
sions than it collects in its retire­ 
ment fund* 
Rep Charles Vanik D-Ohlo. is 
^ deeply alarmed over this perilous 
financial situation He told us tha* 
the “contingent liability is nut even 
considered part of the federal 
budget- So he is drafting legislation 
tu fum* Congress to include this 
huge obligation ui its budget es­ 
timate* 
Somehow the public debt must be 
controlled: otherwise. -a financial 
calamity is looming ahead 
ULOMAR EXPLORER: Two 
years ago. we broke the astonishing 
dory that the Central Intelligence 
agency and the Howard Hughes 


organization had joined forces to 
hoist a sunken Soviet submarine, or 
at feast part of it, off the bottom ot 
tlie l*aeific Now we haw learned 
from the Howurd Hughes uppers that 
the late billionaire tried to turn the.

The secret Hughes papers indicate 
this didn t trouble Hughes. He in­ 
structed his attorney, Chester Davis, 
to study the possibility of exploiting 
the deep-sea claw for commercial 
purposes The attorney suggested in 
a March 28, 1974, memo that the 
Glomar Explorer, as the great claw 
was culled, might be used for mining

Among the many pleasure* of owning a dog, one signifi­ 
cant pleasure is the one that derives from the fact that the 
th# d.*sn’t talk back to you He may bark his displeasure 
or show his friendliness in a happy jump but he doesn t 
have language skills and doesn’t communicate verbally 
For the most part, he is accepting of his master through 
the "understanding” of messages back and forth between 
them that are not verbally structured 
Perhaps most of us depend too much on 
talk. 
The 
spoken word is a precious and highly developed brain 
method of communicating with each other. It begins with 
our earliest awkward soundings of our first words in in­ 
fancy It is often the best method for revealing meanings 
and intentions and it is helpful to discuss something with 
an articulate person A good vocabulary and an ability to 
use words well is highly prized in our society But there 
are some pitfhlls to keep in mind 
Sometimes we use words to cover up our meaning and 
obscure issues 
Sometimes we batter each other with a diarrhea of 
words that serves to tell, rather than to listen and lean. 
Sometimes words fall short of communicating our 
meaning, even when we have the best of intentions, 
because the listener hears only what he wants to hear 
-Sometimes words are simply inadequate in the gross 
and do not express our deep feelings In such instances, 
they seem trite and even inappropriate 
Perhaps in this day of improved communication 
emphasis, we should consider saying less and feeling

school. 
The year-round (YRS) 
program has been 
con­ 
troversial since its incep­ 
tion in the district, and 
emerged as the dominant 
issue in the 1975 school 
hoard election 
Ten candidates are runn­ 
ing for two four-year seats 
and one two-year seat The 
eight men vying for four- 
vear 
s e a t s 
in c lu d e 
c h a l l e n g e r s P a tr ic k 
Hooven, Gary Ingham, 
Wayne McIntosh, Karl P 
Owens, Robert Pipersky, 
Daniel Santo, Glenn 
Schumacher and incum­ 
bent Augustine Tapia In 
cumbents Al McCombs and 
Paul Peterson are com­ 
peting for a two-year term. 
Chino voters also will be 
asked Tuesday to decide 
the fate of a 923 9 million 
bond issue and state loan 
request for the construc- 
tion 
of 
new 
scho o l 
buildings Officials say the 
issue »s necessary to meet 
demands of a growing dis­ 
trict. 
Hooven, a Monrovia 
teacher who formerly 


taught in the Chino school 
district, says citizens 
should be offered a choice 
of either year-round school 
or the traditional nine- 
month program 
He has 
criticized those on both 
sides of the issue for using 
“scare tactics." 
He is opposed to a 
separate 
fundamental 
school at this time, and 
believes that approach can 
be implemented in all the 
district schools. 
Hooven has scored the 
board’s recent position 
against the publication of 
controversial 
articles 
in 
the Chino High School stu­ 
dent newspaper as “cen­ 
sorship." 
* Ingham, a computer 
programmer for Alpha 
Reta Co 
who formerly 
served on the Chino Pi arm 
ing Commission, says YRS 
is a “ schedule, not a 
change in curriculum." He 
has made it clear that the 
rights of those wanting 
YRS and the traditional 
schedule should be upheld. 
He said that he supports 
“controlled growth" and 
maintaining the quality of 
community life in Chino. 
“We did try to hold down 
growth while I was on the 
• (Manning Commission 
Ingham, who holds a 
bachelor's degree in 


economics from UC River­ 
side. wants the best possi­ 
ble education for children 
“at a reasonable cost 
McIntosh, a vocational 
e d u c a t i o n 
t e a c h e r - 
administrator, favors YRS 
because ‘‘students come 
back refreshed, need little 
r e v ie w 
and 
r e c e i v e 
remedial help during in­ 
tersession " 
He has come out strongly 
for an immediate salary in- 
crease 
for 
teachers. 
“Employes are entitled to 
salary boosts. Everyone is 
paying more these days at 
the stores." 
McIntosh, who attended 
Azusa Pacific College and 
Pepperdlne University and 
has taught at various 
school levels, is unhappy 
with the present school 
board. He has been very 
critical of those* who seem 
to oppose year-round 
school. 
Owens, an educational 
consultant to the Los 
Angeles city schools, has 
made it clear he supports 
th e 
YRS. 
p r o g r a m . 
However, be also indicates 
both YRS and traditional 
scheduling could be of­ 
fered. 
A former Chino teacher 
who has children attending 
local schools Owens ha* 
attacked the “ incon- 


si stent" actions of the pre­ 
sent school board. He says 
YRS has been a “political 
football" and the issue 
should be settled once and 
for all. 
Owens supports better 
communication at both the 
school and community 
levels, taxing developers 
who bring in new homes to 
the district, and improved 
requirements for gradua­ 
tion 
Pipersky. an Ontario 
nurseryman, has supported 
YRS but says no one should 
be forced to enroll in the 
program. 
“ The board 
should be budget-conscious 
and get the best savings of 
the tax dollar ." 
As for the fundamental 
school issue, Pipersky 
feels every student should 
be able to learn the 
“basics" but he stops short 
of

IMperskv. a Chino High 
School graduate who also 
attended Mt. San Antonio 
and Chaffey colleges, is the 
youngest candidate at 24 
He says the board should

However, he has spoken in 
favor of the year-round 
plan at several board 
meetings.

Schumacher

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Groove cutting is old process 


NEW YORK (AP) — The 
p avem ent 
groovin g 
process — cutting precise 
channels into highways and 
runways to prevent skid 
a ccid en ts, or hydro­ 
planing, in wet weather — 
has a long history, ac­ 
cording to the Inter­ 
national Grooving and 
Grinding Association with 
headquarters here. 
The ancient Greeks and 
Romans were aware that 
shod horses, either pulling 
chariots or carrying 
riders, tended to skid on 
wet pavement, says the as­ 
sociation. a p-oup made up 
of companies engaged 
worldwide in the grooving 
and grinding of all types of 


pavement. 
In the ancient city of 
Ephesus in Turkey, which 
was settled by Greeks in 
the 10th century B.C., rem­ 
nants of a marble street 
still exist, showing clear 
vestiges of grooves, the 
association says. 
They 
w ere 
cut 
transversely and spaced on 
approximately 2 to 5-inch 
centers. This compares 
with lMcinch centers in 
common use today on air­ 
port 
ru n w ays, 
cut 
transversely — that is, 
across the runway. On 
highways, however, spac­ 
ing between groove centers 
ranges from *«-inch to 1- 
inch. Grooves are usually 


cut longitudinally. 
No one knows for certata 
when or how the grooves 
were made in Ephesus, the 
association says; But ac­ 
cording to Dr. Musa 
Baran, 
a 
Turkish 


archeologist and author of 
a book, “Ephesus and its 
Surroundings," the prime 
purpose of the grooves was 
to provide better traction 
for horses fitted with 
metallic horseshoes.

YORK (AP) - Not long 
Barbara Sprung started 
creating and promoting noosexist 
materials for schoolchildren. her 
own classroom was strictly old 


I used to tell a little girl her dress 
was pretty. I encouraged aggressive 
behavior in boys and passive 
behavior in girls.” she admits 
Ms. Sprung. 43, now at the head of 
a national thrust to eliminate sex 
role stereotypes in young children, 
explains: 
“ When I was trained as a teacher 
in the 1950«, I was taught that sex 
roles wen? important and that as a 
teacher it w 
a s p a rt of my Job to rein­ 
force these roles.” 
All that changed in March 197* 
when she spotted an ad seeking a 
feminist to create a nonsexist early 
childhood program at the Women * 
Action Alliance, Inc here 
Jolted by the sexist imagcrv in 
books she was shown during that )<>b 
interview, Ms 
Sprung underwent 
an instant conscious«*« raising, 
and took the Job. 
In the five years that she has been 
director of the Nonsexist Child 
Development 1 »reject lor the WAA, 
Ms Sprung says she has seen r e 
cSiraging progress in efforts to 
sweep out the stereotypes 
Manv publishing bouses have is 
sued ra w guidelines to eliminate seX- 
ist terminology, and meet publisher* 
have produced one set of n<iW 
re a d e rs or are working on them now, 
she notes. 
Ms Sprung and her stuff of two at 
the WAA project aim to reach 
educator* who wort with preechoo* 
tots IToceedmg from the tenet that 
children learn through play, they 
have developed several toy*, gam«* 
and classroom materials. These 
lU-ms depict men and women in non- 
tra d it J a l reies and also present 
men in nurturing rote* 
“ If these concepts are taught 


early.’’ Ms. Sprung maintains, “they 
won t have to be retaught later. ‘ 
The project could not provide 
figure« indicating the reach of its 
nonsexist efforts to date 
But the 
director concede« that “a very small 
percentage of preschool« have non­ 
sexist materials /' 
She and her staff travel regionally 
and nationally to lecture and give 
presentations to educational, parent 
and day care groups 
The interest has been good, she 
says, but roadblocks remain First 
among these is the low-level priority 
given to early childhood education. 
The luck of awarenee« of decision 
m akers and p o w e r -w ie ld e r s 
throughout the educational system is 
another impediment. 
“The key people who’ll decide 
what materials the children will get 
have a spotty awareness of the 
problems 
We need more of a 
national commitment on the part of 
curriculum developer*, state depart­ 
ments of education, school ad 
ministrators and materials manufac­ 
turers,” Ms Sprung say*. 
Teacher training is undergoing 


c h a n g e « , she continues, “but it s hap 
pening too slowly. 
The mother of 
two also laments the 
staggering 
amount of sexist imagery that televi­ 
sion hurls at its young viewers. 
She foresees the project’s gradual 
evolution into a major resourc t 
center for early childhood education 
But her immediate goals are to ex 
pand its teacher-training capacity 
and develop more materials tor pre­ 
school children.

N ational 
Conference on Nonsexist Flarly 
Childhood Education in 1978, which 
drew over 280 educators from ail 
parts of the country.

NEW YORK (AP) - This year 
marks toe 500th annivtT*ary of the 
diamond engagement ring 
It ail started in 1477. the Jewelry 
Industry Council says, when the 
young Archduke Maximilian 
of Austria wooed and won comely 
Marv of Burgundy and sealed the 
pact with a handsome diamond ring 
Heeding his advisor who wrote 
“At the betrothal your Grace must 
have a nng set with a diamond and 
also a gold ring,” Maximilian had an 
tmposinglouking gold one lasiuoned 
and wed his beloved Mary within 24 
hour* of the betrothal ceremony. 
The actual ring, with a large 
cutout * M,” for Maximilian, 
highlighted with diamonds and a 
smaller stylized 
“ M . ” tor Mary, 
done in smaller diamonds is >n*‘ in 
existence The ring is now in tlie 


Museum of Fine Arts in Vienna, the 
Jewelry Industry Council learned 
during research in connection with 
the anniversary celebration 
Although the tradition of the dia 
mond as the bethrothal atone began 
500 years ago, evidence of the 
engagement tradition date* back as 
tar as the caveman. 
The pharaohs of Egypt are 
believed to have originated the ring, 
or circle, us a symbol of eternity. 
Their sketches indicate the circle as 
a heavenly sign that life, happiness 
and love have no beginning and no 
end 
Until the 19th century, the dia 
mond engagement ring was a luxury 
only royalty and the very wealthy 
could aftord, says the Diamond lih 
formation Center. But today in tlx* 


United States, it reports, 78 per cent 
of all first-time bndes and nearly 50 
per cent of all repeat bndes receive 
diamond engagement ring, and 
half of all brides choose 
sets of engagement and 
wedding rings 
Since their discovery some 2 uuo 
vear* ago diamonds have been a con­ 
stant source of fascination the inf or 
center researchers say 
after the greek word 
meaning unconquerabte 
diumnnds are the hardest and moat 
durable of all natural substances By 
their very nature, they came to sym­ 
b o liz e courage and invincibility. 
Some am lent» believed that those 
who gazed into a diamond would gam 
inner strength. Others saw the dia 
mond as a talisman to ward off evil.

At the close of the 19th century, 
jewelry designs underwent extensive 
changes when platinum began to be 
used for setting gems. Because 
platinum is stronger than gold or 
silver it allow* the diamonds to be 
set in claws raising the stones (nan 
the ring — enabling the stone to 
catch and reflect even more light 
ray* 
The brilliant-cut solitaire began to 
gain popularity and became a classic 
nng in the 1890* 
In the 19»* 
however, the emerald-cut <fcam»«d 
in ornate mounting* came into 
vogue 
lti the 1930s a variety of settings 


developed, which were referred to a* 
illusion rings 
Small stones and 
engravings surrounded a large stone 
which was set onto a metal plate 
having a diameter slightly larger 
than Us stooe thus creating the illir 
*un that the center stone was larger 


While Maximilian's ring was quite 
a knockout in its d«y, jewelry nx- 
perts point out that the multkaratod 
treasure can t hold n candle for 
brilliance to even the moat modest of 
today’s half to one-carat diamond

Sweater care time 


Sweaters can be found in 
a lm o s t ev ery w inter 
wardrobe. The variety of 
fibers, patterns and tex­ 
tures is almost limitless. 
To maintain good looks 
and long life, sweaters 
should be washed frequent­ 
ly, before soil becomes 
embedded in the yarn. Be 
sure to follow the care 
label instructions when 
laundering. 
Generally, 
man-made sweaters can be 
machine washed and dried. 
Wools, unless labeled for 
machine care, should be 
handwashed. Take special 
care with sweaters featur­ 
ing decorative trims. 
To reshape a woolen 
sweater to its original size, 
draw an outline of it before 
w a s h in g . 
P l a c e the 
sweater on clean paper 
such as a brown bag. Use a 
pencil to outline the 
sweater. After the sweater 
is washed, block it to 
match the outline. It may 
be necessary to reshape 
the garment several times 
as it dries.

The Montagnana Trk>, 
appearing Wednesday 
night in Spring Auditori­ 
um, Ontario, as the final 
concert of the Pomona 
VAlley Community Con­ 
cert Association series, 
gave the audience a taste 
of chamber music at its 
best. 
Although the 2,540-seat 
auditorium cannot exactly 
be considered a chamber, 
those devotees of chamber 
music in the audience were 
knowledgeable enough to 
sit close to the performers 
to enjoy those quiet 
dialogues and delicate 
nuances of the music which 
may have been kist to 
those in the last rows of the 
audience. Being one of the 
former, I found the concert 
delightful. 
The performers, Caro­ 
line Worthington, cello; 
Dolores Stevens, piano, 
and John Gates, clarinet, 
all with formidable peda­ 
gogic backgrounds as the 
basis for their individual 
artistry, combined to pro­ 
duce an amalgam of sound 
that was a joy to hear and a 
communicative rapport in 
interpreting the com- 


posers’ Intent that was tru­ 
ly inspiring. 


The choice of program 
material logically encom­ 
passed the musical periods 
of Baroque, C lassic, 
Romantic, and the 20th 
Century, represented by a 
Suite for Clarinet and 
Piano 
by 
R am eau, 
Beethoven's Trio in B Flat 
Major. 
Mendelssohn's 
Sonata in D Major for Cello 
and Piano. Brahms Trio in 
A Minor, and an encore 
number by Max Bruch 
Miss Worthington did not 
choose on this occassion 
(for reasons best known to 
herself) to use her genuine 
Domenico 
Montagnana 
cello from which the trio 
derives its name. Perhaps 
it was the size of the hall or 
perhaps the coolness of the 
auditorium 
as 
was 
rem arked 
by 
some 
members of the audience, 
but her artistry would have 
been evident on whatever 
cello she played. 
Gates, who. as they say, 
“ in real life,'' is Miss 
Worthington’s husband, 
played with fine conviction 


when required and con­ 
nubial subservience when 
he desired with imagina­ 
tion and insight galore. He 
was ever in complete com­ 
mand of his instrument 
with a fine lifted tone from 
pianissimo to fortissimo 
exploiting all of the 
sonorous shadings of which 
the clarinet is capable. 
Miss Stevens possessed 
of a fine sense of dynamic 
proportion, was ever evi­ 
dent without ever being 
obtrusive, an accompanist 
and a trio performer par 
excellence. 
Although this concert 
concluded the local com­ 
munity concert season,

Tobacco products on the market before March 1 can be 
advertised for one more year under the new laws, which 
also imposed an immediate ban on selling tobacco 
products to anyone under 16. 
Alcoholic beverages can now be legally promoted only 
inside restaurants, in publications of the state alcohol 
monopoly, Alko, and in specialized tourist and restaurant 
publications. 
Alko said liquor ads could be taken down gradually, as 
long as all of them were gone by the end of the year.

characters who shot their 
way into legends in the 
nearby towns of Dead wood 
and Sundance. 
Ranchers say there is 
nothing like riding across 
your own land on a still 
summer night. You’re your 
own boss, they say. ami not 
too many people are 
anymore. But in the same 
breath they say they are 
beholden to the banker and 
have lost control of the 
market. They often speak 
of the pressures, the push, 
the lack of time. 
To the Robinsons and 
hundreds of families like 
them who raise cattle on 
vast tra c ts of land, 
ranching is no longer just a 
way of life. It is a business. 
If Robinson rides off into 
the sunset, it s because he 
has put in a 13-hour day 
doctoring new calves in the 
winter pasture and he s 
late for supper. And he s 
more likely driving a pick­ 
up truck, not riding a 
horse. 
John Morris, who runs a 
15.000-acre ranch seven 
m iles from Cheyenne, 
Wyo., says he doesn’t have 
time to spend on a horse. 
“ It seems in the ranching 
business, bureaucracy and 
red tape keep someone on 
the telephone, going to the 
bank and managing — 
strictly business. So you 
find yourself more and 
more riding in a pickup, 
working behind a desk. 
There are just getting to be 
so many regulations, so 
many little reports ...” 
But each spring, the (las­ 
sie of little reports and 
regulations fad*»* as the 
rancher gets down to the 
heart of his effort. 
Robinson s basic herd of 
150 head, bearing the 
diam ond-barE 
brand, 
swells to 400 with the birth 
erf calves. It s his toughest 
time. The calves, dropped 
into the March snow, can 
catch pneumonia unless 
they are bedded unto straw 
and encouraged to nurse. 
He goes to bed at 10 p.m., 
rises at 1 a.m. and again at 
4 to (*heck on the new ones. 
Each calf might bring him 
$1.200 in 18 months, and as 
they grow. Robinson keeps 
careful records. The data, 
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run through a Hereford as­ 
sociation computer, tells 
him which calves perform 
below the herd norm. 
Those he culls. 


Ranching, of necessity, 
is a big, remote business. 
The western ranges are 
good for little else but cat­ 
tle or sheep grazing. In the 
arid northern Great Plains 
near Belle Fourche, soil 
experts recommend that 
each head of cattle be 
given 15 to 20 acres to 
graze. Any less would ruin 
the land. 


With a basic purebred 
herd of 150 head, each 
requiring 20 acres, Robin­ 
son’s 3,000 acres are barely 
enough. The U.S. Agricul­ 
ture Department says the 
average Northern Plains 
cattle ranch is about 11.500 
acres. In the Southwest, 
it s about 18.000 acres. 


Traditionally, 
ranches 
are calving grounds for 
America's voracious beef 
appetite. But in 1975, 
USDA estimates showed 
that they produced less 
than 40 per cent of the 43.7 
million calves. The rest 
came from farms where 
cattle are part of a crop- 
animal operation.

They are Brazil s Illegal 
aliens, a legion of men 
without a country who 
have slipped across a 
southern border or have 
been smuggled in aboard 
ships of a hundred nations. 
Thev include Chileans, 


southern Brazilian state of 
Sao Paulo. It is the major 
export point for Brazil s 
coffee crop and principal 
outlet for products of the 
city of Sao Puulo, Brazil's 
industrial heart 
Santos has a flourishing 
red light district, whose 
bars and clubs attest to the 
multinational character of 
the port. 
A typ ical group of 
Brazil's illegal aliens can 
be found each night at 9 in 
front of the Love Story 
Bar, waiting to meet new 
girlfriends or waitresses 
with whom they've already 
struck up an acquaintance. 


It's possible that some of 
these men may be political 
refugees, but politics is a 
forbidden subject among 
them. 
Whatever brought these 
men to Santos, they share 
the same problem — con-, 
flict with the federal Im­ 
migration law passed Oct.

To get 
permission to reside in

CHRONIC PAIN: NOW DOCTORS ARE 
LEARNING TO DEAL WITH IT 


For those who are plagued by constant pain there is good 
news — a number of new medical techniques that can 
help relieve (and sometimes even cure) their suffering. 


Several mechanical devices are used to treat pain. Above, Dr. Ann Grtxeof Duke 
University operates a transcutaneous stimulator, which produces a tingling sen 
satum and helps to suppress pain.

Steve Landen lies face down on the 
sofa In a comfortable office at a Mid­ 
western pain clinic, one of a growing 
number of institutions devoted to the 
study and treatment of chronic pain. 
Four wires extend from points on his 
back to a mechanical box, which sends 
off beep-like tones from time to time. 
Landen closes his eyes, concentrating 
cm increasing the beeps, not thinking 
about the agony that has plagued him 
*Hor nearly 15 years since an accident 
in which his lower back was injured. 
A new technique called biofeedback 
is helping Landen to train his mind to 
control his body. Biofeedback means 
the electronic amplification of biologi­ 
cal signals, such as breathing, heart 
rate or muscle relaxation. Small metal 
electrodes, each about the size of a but­ 
ton, are “glued” to the skin and hooked 
up to a box. Relaxation in his back mus­ 
cles is translated Into the beep tones. 
The more relaxed and pain-free the 
muscles, the clearer and steadier the

beeps. 
"Neither the patient nor the medical 
profession really understands yet how 
this works," says Boston University 
professor Dr. David Mostofsky, a be­ 
havioral psychologist in attendance at 
Children’s Hospital in Boston. “All we 
know is that once a person can see or 
hear the result of what Is going on In­ 
side, physically, he can change It.” 
Pain has baffled traditional medicine 
since Hippocrates' time. Now, profes­ 
sionals at some 17 pain clinics nation­ 
wide, and at pain units in many hospi­ 
tals, are delving into its mysteries. 
One thing that needs to be made 
clear—don’t confuse chronic pain with 
acute pain. Acute pain, such as that 
from a fractured bone or a knife 
wound, can be unbearably Intense, but 
once its cause is treated, the pain goes 
away. Chronic pain is endless, seem 
ingly untreatable, lingering long after 
its original cause has vanished. One 
example is the phenomenon of “phan 
tom limb pain." The victim erf an ampu­ 
tated arm who feels pain in fingertips 
that no longer exist is not, as one might 
think, imagining the pain. It is there. It 
is real, and it Is physical. The reason is 
that certain nerves end at the fingertips. 
The thin nerve filaments wind their way 
through the body to the brain. Some­ 
where along the line the nerve has been 
damaged, and it hurts. The brain, how­ 


ever, can sense the pain only at the tip 
of the nerve, even when that tip no 
longer exists. 
Chronic pain is a national health 
problem. It costs society an estimated 
$50 billion a year in medical expenses, 
lost wages and w o r k e r -c o m p c n s a tio n 
benefits, according to Dr John J. 
Bonica, President of the newly founded 
International Association for the Study 
of Pain. Chronic back pain alone, the 
most common problem, disables seven 
million people annually and is respon­ 
sible for nearly 19 million visits to 
doctors each year. 
Most dolorologists (pain specialists) 
agree that, with rare exceptions, there 
is both an emotional and a physical 
component to pain. “Nearly everyone 
who comes to our clinic,’ says Dr. 
Steven F. Brena of the Emory Pain 
Control Center in Atlanta, “suffers pain 
that began with an organic condition. 
Many show some personality maladjust­ 
ment. Those who have longstanding 
emotional problems learned in child­ 
hood to use pain as an escape route.’ 
At Emory, the psychological factor is 
emphasized by its 70-percent success 
rate in treatment—except when money, 
in the form of workers’ compensation 
enters the picture. Then, the success 
rate drops to 40 percent. 
Another pain specialist, Massachu­ 
setts General Hospital neurologist Dr. 
Nathaniel R. Hollister, finds that ‘Pain 
is something more than a response by 
a person to injury to his body. Pain is 
actually a learned form of behavior. 
Studies back up this theory, in Viet­ 
nam, when both soldiers and civilians 
were injured by shrapnel, soldiers were 
more likely to feel little pain because 
an injury was the ticket home. Civilians, 
who were not sent home due to injury, 
felt intense pain. 
One group of pain clinics uses a 
multidisciplinary approach, utilizing 
specialists in different fields to treat 
different aspects of suffering simultan 
eously. These clinics often attempt to 
get at the underlying emotions of pain. 
The other major group of clinics uses 
the holistic, or total, approach Here, 
all of their professionals are dolorol­ 
ogists, specializing only in pain. They 
emphasize behavioral modification, be­ 
lieving that if you change a person’s 


“pain behavior" to “well behavior," the 
pain itself will subside. 
“Well behavior” means acting as 
though the pain were not there, which 
may at first seem difficult and terrify­ 
ing. As long as the victim suffered, no 
one expected him to work, carry out 
the garbage or exert himself. He was 
"rewarded" with sympathy for being in 
pain. Now his family is taught to lavish 
affection on him when he acts well, but 
to ignore his suffering. One technique 
at some pain centers is to confine a 
patient who has an attack of pain to 
his room and to deny him all privileges. 
Dr. Gerald M. Aronoff, director of 
the Pain Unit at Massachusetts Rehabil­ 
itation Hospital, uses the multidisciplin­ 
ary approach with a health-care team 
comprising many specialists — from 
neurosurgeons to physical therapists to 
behavioral psychologists. 
“We look at life stresses and try to 
understand why the patient has not got­ 
ten well,” says Dr. Aronoff. He has 
found that pain stems from childhood 
problems that have caused emotional 
difficulties. Once the underlying emo­ 
tional problems are cleared up, the 
clinic uses behavioral techniques to 
teach new “well behavior,” or blofeed 
back and/or muscle relaxation to re­ 
duce the physical pain. 
One common biofeedback technique 
is used for migraine headache suffer­ 
ers. One woman at a headache clinic 
dramatically improved after training 
that consisted of having electrodes 
pasted to her hands while she watched 
a needle on a screen register the tem­ 
perature of her skin. As with most 
migraine sufferers, her hands became 
cold with each headache. As she 
learned to raise her skin temperature, 
the pain vanished. Within six weeks she 
was able to raise her hand temperature 
without the biofeedback machinery, 
simply by concentrating on her hands 
and the sensation of warming them. 
One therapist recalls a man who had 
suffered for years from chronic pain 
in his toes. In psychotherapy, he had re­ 
vealed a longstanding fear of a bully 
ing brother. Then, he was encouraged 
to kick at a pillow, screaming out his 
rage at the brother. ”1 want you out of 
my life," he shouted, as he bashed the 
pillow. The pain subsided. 
Aronoff offers the same advice to his 
patients that he does to everyone of us 
who hurts from time to time: “You must 
• spend half an hour a day on yourself. 
Spend it on relaxation and introspec­ 
tion. Relax those muscles. Get in tune 
with yourself. Try to understand better 
what is going on, emotionally,

Do you buy specials or on 
impulse? Take die time to 
notice at your supermarket 
meat counter the range of 
prices of what is available. 
Certainly veal cutlet from 
the leg, Italian-style at $2.89 
per-lb., is in the high range, as 
are boneless club steaks from 
the beef rib at $2.29 per-lb. A 
$1.09 per-lb. price on chuck 
roast, bottom beef, semi-bone­ 
less is in the middle range. A 
price offering of $.49 per-lb. 
on fresh whole frying chickens 
is a really good buy. 
If you are aware of prices 
and their fluctuations from 
week to week, you will recog­ 
nize good buys. 
Second, if you generally buy 
around the middle-price range 
or lower, you will know that 
you are saving money. 
Also important to consider 
when buying meat is the serv­ 
ing per pound. Look carefully 
at meat before you buy. The 
amount of fat and bone pres­ 
ent takes away from the edible 
portion. 
Som ething 
you 
never 
thought about, perhaps, is the 
labor cost of meat-cutting. 
Each cut die butcher makes in 
a piece of meat takes time, 
and time is money. 
So next time you want to 
make beef stew, don’t auto­ 
matically reach for the pack of 
stewing beef. Look first at the 
pot roasts; you may well find 
them lower in price than the 
cubed meat. If so, cut the meat 
at home yourself. 
Other cuts lend themselves 
well to the cut-it yourself 
method. For example, buy a 
large roast of top sirloin or an 
eye round and cut off some 
slices and use as steaks. Buy a 
whole loin of pork on special, 
cut into one or two roasts and 
cut the remaining loin into 
chops. 
Whole chickens always are 
sold cheaper than the cut-up 
kind. It would pay for you to 
learn how to cut them up your­ 
self with a sharp knife, cleaver 
or poultry shears. 
Of course, don’t neglect the 
bony cuts altogether. Meat 
contains protein and bones 
contain calcium, which is 
needed for protein utilization 
in the body. Calcium is avail­ 
able in milk, cheese and other 
dairy products. However, the 
calcium available in bones is 
cheaper. Use bony cuts in 
soups, preferably combined 
with protein-rich legumes, and 
you will have an

Home is our castle, or 
should be. But many of today’s 
shrunken interiors, barren of 
architectural detail, could use 
some help. How do you sur­ 
round yourself with comfort 
and beauty? 
Rule one is that decorating 
a room should be an enjoyable 
experience. So relax. Sit down 
and think about what you 
would like your living room to 
look like. After all, it’s the 
primary place in which you, 
yourjam ily and friends w ill be 
spending a lot of time. It also 
should be a room that com­ 
fortably reflects your own liv­ 
ing habits. 
Begin by focusing on the 
dollars you have to spend. 
Furniture probably will take up 
the largest chunk of your dec­ 
orating pie. For example, on a 
$1,500 budget we spent close 
to $1,000 on furniture, $200 on 
a rug and the remainder cm 
walls and accents.

W ill you choose colonial, 
country casual or modem? 
We’ve elected to go colonial 
on a low budget, country cas­ 
ual on a moderate level and 
contemporary at the high end. 
Take your pick of ideas. Mod­ 
em homes can accommodate 
colonial or traditional designs 
as gracefully as an Old World 
abode can house contempo­ 
rary styling. But arrangement 
and the proportion of furniture 
are the keys to any successful 
room scheme. 
Borrow a trick from profes­ 
sional decorators who plan 
furniture arrangements with 
little kits consisting of graph 
paper and cut-out patterns that 
represent tables, chairs, etc. 
(Kits are advertised in decorat­ 
ing publications.) C arefully 
measure your room and indi­ 
cate exact positions and di­ 
mensions of door and wall 
breaks, such as windows, 
chimney or alcoves. Measure 
the width of windows and 
doors from the outer edge of 
the frame. Then draw your 
plan on graph paper with each 
square representing or« foot. 
(Indicate details such as radi­ 
ators, the swing of doors, elec­

terior designers. While this 
service often is tied to pur­ 
chases, many stores will offer 
some free initial advice as a 
measure of good will. 
Once you’ve formulated a 
rough decorating plan, shop 
for the best prices and styles. 
Don’t buy cm impulse. Check 
furniture warehouses and 
clearance centers. You also 
might w ait for semiannual 
furniture sales. But remember 
that quality still pays off in the 
long run. To check on good 
craftsmanship in wood furnish­ 
ings, for example, see that 
drawers are hand-fitted and 
can be closed easily with a 
touch from either side. They 
also should feature sturdy 
glides and bottoms and be 
constructed w ith smoothly 
sanded interiors. 
In both upholstered furni­ 
ture and carpets, look for fiber 
guarantees and stain-repellent 
finishes, qualities that w ill in­ 
sure what you purchase today 
w ill still look lovely a year 
from now. 
When it comes to walls ami 
floors, if you are the average 
home decorator on a budget, 
you may choose to spend time 
rather than money. (Even with 
money to spare, you may pre­ 
fer to invest in upgraded qual­ 
ity while still doing it yourself .) 
Wood paneling, for instance, 
can range from wood-veneered 
thin plywood to solid oak or 
redwood. Plastic laminate pan­ 
eling in simulated wood grain 
as well as solid colors and 
prints also are available for 
less-expensive w all treat­ 
ments. If you haven’t tried your 
hand at paneling before, re­ 
member that plywood and 
hardwood panels can be ap­ 
plied directly to plaster walls 
with a specially designed ad­ 
hesive. The walls must be in 
good condition; if not, furring 
strips should be used to build 
a frame onto which the panels 
can be attached. Gluing panels 
is less time-consuming than the 
second method, which is to 
nail or to staple-gun each 
panel to studs or furred-out 
walls. (You ought to use a 
plumb line to Insure that panels 
are correctly aligned.) Lumber* 
I 
yards and home-decorating 
centers have a good selection 
of paneling. 


Stenciling kits have been 
around for years now, but they 
are still a fresh way to liven up 
plain walls with bright borders 
or all-over designs the way our 
colonial ancestors did. Wood 
moldings or wainscot kits can 
be purchased to create a chair 
rail around the room. Another 
idea that still provides a lot of 
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styling mileage is lightweight, plastic beams, 
simulating wood. Great for Country French or 
Tudor effects. 
Hardwood paneling or mirrors also are dra­ 
matic when used above a fireplace. Mirroring 
a single wall can provide impact and serve to 
visually expand a small room or to brighten a 
dark one by reflecting light. And don’t forget 
that paneling provides for good acoustics and 
heating insulation. 
Flooring can lay the groundwork for a 
really smashing room. You can run die gamut 
from sisal mats to stained wood floors to area 
rugs to lush wall-to-wall broadloom. 
To redo old wood floors, you can rent sand­ 
ing equipment frdm a home-remodeling center, 
including vacuum attachments to suck up fine 
wood-dust residue. 
Many people prefer the look of a fine area 
rug, either over wall-to-wall carpet or wood 
floors. While antique Orientals and expensive 
wovens may be limited to higher budgets, 
modem technology has provided us with pre­ 
cise reproductions of costly classic designs. 
Today rich colors and patterns are being ap­ 
plied to tufted carpet surfaces via ingenious 
new computer-injection systems to create beau­ 
tiful designs with surprisingly low price tags. 
Soft wall-to-wall broadloom is also useful to 
expand space and to create unity in a modest­ 
sized living area. Today’s third-generation syn­ 
thetic carpets not only have greater durability 
and soil resistance but often boast permanent, 


ing lamp to counter eyestrain is a must. Con­ 
sider experimenting with track lighting, which 
provides great flexibility. The tracks are at­ 
tached to runners on the ceiling and can be 
swiveled or turned to illuminate any area you 
wish. On a lower budget, overhead illumination 
can be achieved through do-it-yourself lighting 
kits with a fixture suspended low over end 
tables or hung from the traditional center 


living-room ceiling outlet. 
How intact a ‘decorating scheme remains 
depends on whether you fall into the "little is 
enough” or "there’s never enough” category.

built-in antistatic properties to eliminate shock. 
Many come v ,i+h written wear guarantees. 
For many of us, living rooms serve several 
functions—dining room, guest room, family 
room. One of the most effective ways to 
achieve the necessary flexibility is with dual- 
purpose furniture. In addition to the customary 
sofa-bed or a sideboard that extends to seat 
12, consider the idea of keeping on hand a big 
round plywood top for entertaining and using 
it to enlarge the surface of a small dining table. 
A pretty tablecloth will conceal its humble 
lumberyard origins. Or you may prefer to add 
a wall unit with a fold-down top that doubles 
as a desk and auxiliary buffet table. Hutches 
and break fronts often corne in two parts and 
can be moved into different rooms when you 
feel like a change of scenery. The lower cabi­ 
net can line an entrance foyer, while the upper 
portion can perch atop a bedroom dresser, 
Versatile seating arrangements are possible 
via the new modular units, with ottomans, arm­ 
less chairs and sofa sections that can be re­ 
grouped to suit. 
No room is complete, however, without the 
most important element—proper lighting. 
Light highlights individual components in your 
room. Dark comers are made inviting with the 
addition of a table, chair and reading lamp. 
Soft muted lights are all that’s needed if you 
only use your living room for occasional enter­ 
taining. But if the family is there at all hours, 
plan for diffused overhead Illumination and 
concentrated lighting for areas where special 
activity takes place.

ACCESSORIES 


Accessories are the vital touch that 
pull a room together. Generally, certain 
objects “belong” with certain periods. 
Early American dictates the use of 
brass candlesticks, pewter plates or 
pie-shaped tables. Indian-motif baskets, 
rugs and pottery are of the casual 
Southwest idiom. Chrome, brass, glass 
and lucite are more at home in con­ 
temporary interiors. 
The objects you surround yourself 
with are personal and may reflect your 
own tastes and interests more than any­ 
thing else in a room. Essentially, they’re 
the decorative objects you gather 


through the years spontaneously or 
collect with a careful plan in mind. 
Since tastes, like furniture styles, 
change, so should the accessories you 
have around you. Keep this in mind: 
accessories are not just for the living 
room or dining room; the family room 
—even the kitchen and bathroom— 
need decorative objects to enhance 
their appearance. 
Here are the most-asked questions 
and answers on this important decorat­ 
ing element: 
Q. How much of a room’s budget 
should be devoted to accessories? 
A. Starting from scratch, you should 
figure about 20 percent In other words, 
if you plan to spend $4,000 to decorate 
your living room, plan to spend $800 
of that for accessories, including lamps, 
clocks, wall decor, tabletop items, oc­ 
casional tables, throw pillows, area 
rugs and whatever else strikes your 
fancy. (As one decorator puts it, “If you 
spend only 10 percent, you get a 10- 
percent look!") 
Q. Should accessories be scattered or 
displayed in groups? 
A. Accessories grouped together make 
interesting and colorful statements. 
Separately, single items tend to get 
lost, except on shelves where they can 
be mingled with books. 


Q. How do you decide just where to 
put things? 
A. First, assemble all of your acces­ 
sories on the floor or on a table. Group 
similar items: put all folk-art objects to­ 
gether, all of Ae silver or pewter, all 
the paintings or graphics or mirrors. 
Next, go through the house and decide 
where each group would look best 
What you can’t find space for, put away 
for six months. Then, you might regroup 
accessories for a fresh new look. 
Q. Is it better to use a lot of acces­ 
sories or to decorate with a select few? 
A. That’s a matter of taste. The ten­ 
dency today is to fill up a room, but If 
you possess a few very fine objects— 
for example, a sculpture collection— 
you certainly don’t want the budget- 
priced to compete with the rare. Also, 
there’s the matter of a room’s size; a 
small room obviously requires a mini­ 
mum of accessories, preferably small 
in scale. Or you can use one or two 
dominant pieces. In a large room, you 
can be more expansive and include a 
wider variety of types and materials. 
Q. What are some good tabletop items 
to display? 
A. To name a few: porcelain birds, 
glass or wood obelisks, mineral rocks 
in their natural state, marble eggs, sea- 
shells or coral, snuffboxes, paper­ 
weights, well-framed photographs, 
candlesticks. 
Q. Are wall groupings still popular? 
A. Wall-hung objects will probably 
never go out of style—but there are 
new ideas in wall decor. For example: 
prints that come in abstract segments 
to be hung in changing arrangements, 
frameless sculptured mirrors (like sta­ 
lactites) ¿aid mirrors that incorporate 
graphics. 
Q. What are the best buys in acces­ 
sories? 
A, Marjorie Laurich, a buyer who se­ 
lects accessories for a number of the 
country’s best stores, advises: ‘The 
good buys are those most readily avail­ 
able. In other words, what’s ‘in’ is 
usually the best priced. Since it’s pleas­ 
ant to live with a certain amount of 
change, why not buy a sample of what 
appeals to you among the ‘In’ things?" 
Ms. Laurich cites baskets and macramé 
hangings as two of today’s best buys 
“because everywhere you look you can 
find them.” 
Q. Where is the best place to purchase 
accessories? 
A. If you’re looking for the offbeat—a 
flashing sign or a free form in neon— 
go to a shop that specializes in the 
avant-garde. Otherwise, stick to the 
department store, where accessories 
relate to furniture and to home fumlsh- 
tngs trends and are not treated

Months 
Rater, something happens and we 
¡realize with a shock that our estimates 
jf our new co-workers are completely 
¡wrong. How could we have been so 
mistaken? 
Basically, say industrial psycholo­ 
gists, most of us fall into two traps 
I when we meet someone new. We 
[stereotype and we generalize. We start 
[out with ideas of what kinds of per- 
1 sonalities we can expect from a clerk, 


trucker, executive, union leader, busi­ 
nessperson, teacher. Then, when we 
meet someone with that job, we’re apt 
to have a prepackaged reaction. 
We also get ourselves into trouble by 
generalizing from surroundings. If we 
meet people first in a formal office 
setting, we may have one impression 
of their character. But if we’re intro­ 
duced over a relaxed lunch table, we 
might have a totally different perma­ 
nent impression of them. This quickness 
to generalize goes further. Most people 
form lasting impressions of otters 
from short, introductory conversations. 
We say something. The otter person 
replies. The answers don’t suit us per­ 
fectly. Based cm that short exchange, 
we form a permanent negative opinion 
of that person. We may even make job 
trouble for ourselves by judging new 
co-workers by generalized facts that 
don’t really apply. For instance, if 
workers need to be good-natured and 
accurate with figures to carry their 
share of the job, isn’t it foolish for us 
to react coldly to them because of an 
irrelevant trait such as weight or their 
taste in clothes?

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When a businessman was asked 
recently what he thought would be a 
practiced gift for a newlywed couple, 
he said promptly, “A filing cabinet!” 
It may not be romantic or tradi­ 
tional, but a good record-keeping 
system is essential these days for every 
family. Here is a concise guide to safe 
and sensible record-keeping: 
Personal and farafly documents 
These include birth, death and marriage 
certificates, military service records, 
passports, diplomas, job references. 
Put them in a safe-deposit box. They 
can be costly, time-consuming and 
often difficult to replace or to 
duplicate. 
Property record». These include 
everything pertaining to the purchase, 
lease or sale of a home, deed and title 
papers, mortgage-payment receipts, 
surveys, receipts few capital improve­ 


ments, property tax records, title and 
homeowner insurance policies. They, 
too, should be in your safe-deposit box. 
AutoanoMe record». Title, insurance, 
auto-club membership, warranties and 
repair bills all can be kept in a home 
file for use in case of accident or theft. 
Life a ad healtti Insaraace policies. 
The originals go in the safe-deposit box, 
but keep at home a list of all policies 
with their numbers, premium due 
dates and expiration dates, names and 
addresses of insurance companies and 
brokers. 
Bank statements (including cancelled 
checks). These should be kept in a 
home file for at least three years. 
Have a list of all bank accounts, by 
name and number, in your safe-deposit 
box. 
Wills. A copy at home few reference, 
but the original ought to be left with 
the attorney who drew it up. 
Tax records. Can be kept at home, 
but do so for at least three years (and 
preferably six) from die date of 
payment. 
MisceHaaeoas. It’s a good idea to 
file all guarantees and warranties on 
major household purchases (like 
kitchen appliances) as well as a record 
of the date and cost of any repairs to 
them. Sales slips for otter purchases 
over $100 should be kept for three 
years. A list of credit cards (by number 
and name) should be in a home file. A 
household inventory for Insurance 
claim purposes ought to be in your 
safe-deposit box.

TRUE OR FALSE?

5. The safest time to drive is in the wee 
hours erf morning when there are few cars. 


ANSWERS 
1. True. Investigators from the University 
of Massachusetts and Wayne State Univer­ 
sity conducted a fascinating study of street- 
crossing behavior at the comer of a major 
downtown traffic artery in a leading city. In 
the study, '‘observers classified the pedes­ 
trian’s behavior as soon as the street- 
crossing was completed, and then ap­ 
proached the pedestrian for a brief on-the- 
spot interview ” The 125 participants were 
classified as safe-crossers (who waited till 
the light changed in their favor; checked 
traffic in all directions before and during 
the crossing) and as unsafe-crossers (who 
stepped out from some location other than 
the comer; from between parked cars; 
with the traffic light against them or with­ 
out looking in either direction). In the 
interviews, the unsafe-crossers revealed 
themselves as having markedly different 
personalities from the safe-crossers, being 
much more subject to feebngs of frustra­ 
tion and periods of depression. Signifi­ 
cantly, when asked, ‘To what age do you 
expect to five?" the safe pedestrians 
“expected to reach a more advanced age 
than the risky pedestrians — a 14-year 
difference between the extremes” A 
further finding: the safer pedestrians were 
"more married” and “ less single" — the 
odds being about three to one that the 
careless street-crosser is single. 
2. True. According to a study sponsored 
by the Cornell Aeronautical Laboratory, 
driving a car new to you — whether it be a 


used car or one just off the showroom floor 
— increases your chance of an accident. 
It’s emphasized that driving any car you 
are not completely familiar with — which 
may handle somewhat differently, whose 
controls are in different places — has an 
immediate effect on how you will fare in 
any driving situation requiring split-second 
control of the vehicle The pleasure of pi­ 
loting a new automobile ranks high on the 
list of personal satisfactions, but it’s recom­ 
mended that whenever you purchase an­ 
other car, you take time out on a driving 
course free from hazardous traffic to com­ 
pletely familiarize yourself with the way the 
car responds to the controls and the vari­ 
ous ways in which it may differ from the 
car you’re used to driving. 
3. True. In a Highway Safety Research In­ 
stitute survey, studies are dted showing 
stress — often resulting from quarrels or 
disagreements with another person — to 
be one of the chief villains hr traffic acci­ 
dents It was found that “of a broad range 
of possible indicators, personal difficulties 
leading to stress best predicted who would 
have the most accidents” Other studies 
also have shown that drivers who cause 
serious accidents are likely to have ex 
perienced stress situations previously, and 
they tend to react with rash and impulsive 
behavior, exposing themselves to traffic 
situations beyond their control 
4. True A study, at the Psychological In­ 
stitute of Biel, Switzerland, of the person­ 
ality profiles of traffic offenders whose 
driving resulted in frequent accidents, 
found that the majority of bad drivers dem 
onstrated the following characteristics 1) 
masochistic tendencies (deriving excite 
ment and satisfaction from being subjected 
to pain), 2) social inadequacy, (uncom­ 
fortable in interpersonal relationships), 3) 
repressed aggression 
(hostility toward 
others, which is kept under restraint), 4) 
weak ego (lacking in self confidence and 
self-esteem) 
5. False. Fewer cars are on the road, but 
more of them are likely to be driven by 
drunk drivers.

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Does Weather Affect 
Your Behavior? 
A professor studying the effects of 
weather on human behavior says an ap­ 
proaching cold front makes people 
more likely to be involved in accidents. 
This conclusion is part of a study being 
conducted by Dr. Earl Sargent, a pro­ 
fessor at the University of Tulsa. Some 
of his other findings: 
• People are more likely to become ill 
just before a cold front moves through 
an area. 
• Civil-servtce test scores are higher in 
the autumn and spring, lower in the 
summer months. 
• There are more crimes against peo­ 
ple in the late summer than at any other 
time of the year. 
Sargent says there are three factors in 
the weather—the temperature, the hu­ 
midity and the pressure. Experiments 
suggest the humidity and pressure are 
the two variables that affect human 
behavior. 


First Woman Episcopal Priest 
She calls herself "Jackie.” She's a high- 
school dropout. She’s married to an 
Indianapolis truck driver. And she was 
raised a Roman Catholic.

Unde Sam Sets His Pace 
Gordon McNiven’s heart belongs to 
Uncle Sam. And if the atomic energy 
that keeps it beating should no longer 
be needed, he must return it. McNiven, 
27, was picked to try a new pacemaker 
with atomic power. Pacemakers with 
batteries have kept hearts beating for 
15 years. McNiven’s will run on a pellet 
of plutonium and could last for 25 years 
or more. The plutonium belongs to the 
Federal Government, however, and so 
it isn’t his to keep. The Government is 
controlling development of nuclear 
pacemakers, and it allows manufac­ 
turers to release just a few each month.
